Tom Laswell Dead and Barney 
Fitzgerald Captured. 


Particelars of Fitzgerald's Arrest—The 
Death of Laswell— What ws Known of 
the Deceased—His Dying Statement 
The Inquest—Fitege:ald Meld w 
Answer. 


Barney Fitzgerald was captured 
about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon by 
Sheriff Walker, and his deputy }. 
Chamberlain. Fitzgerald was found 
in a hole under the floor of a cabin on 
the north bank of the river, about 
three hundred yards above the dam. 
It was formerly occupied by Lyman 
Gutchiss, now in jail for cohabitting 
with asquaw. Barney had frequently 
visited Gutchias there and knew of the 
visited by the officers on Sunday and 
searched, but they did not know of 
the hole and failed to find the fugi- 
tive. Yesterday the sheriff asked 
Gutchiss if there was any cellar to the 
cabin, and when he learned that there 
was a small pit under the floor he at 
once started out with Chamberlain to 
look for his manthere. Arrived at the 
place, they lifted up a board in the floor 
nder a bunk, and thrusting in their 
pistols, they hearda cry from Barney of 
“Don’t shoot, I'll come out.” He 
then came out and surrendered himself | 


In his breast pocket, the sheriff 
found a revolver, with two chambers 
empty, one that had missed fire, and 
the others loaded. The officers at once 
took their prisoner to the county jail. 
He was very cool and self-possessed. 


DEATH OF LASWELL. 


Tom Laswell died about 6 o'clock last 
evening. Shortly before his death, 
the capture of Fitzgerald was made 
known to him. He had been con- 
stantly asking for news of Barney. 
When the dying man at last heard 
that his m was in the clutches 
of the law, he said: Then I am satis- 
fied,” and shortly afterward expired. 
Before his death he made under oath, 
the following statement: 


LASWELL’S DEPOSITION. 

The following is the substance of 
the deposition of the deceased: Was 
born in Illinois, am about 43 years 
old; was shet by B. Fitzgerald; know 
of ne cause for the shooting; Fitz- 
gerald called me out of the house and 
asked me fora loan of some money: I 
told him that I was going away and 
had no money to spare; we came 
into the house and I stopped at the 
south end of the counter, and Fi 
ald stopped near the north end; Fitz- 
gerald pulled out his pistol, and with- 
out any warning or anything to ex- 
cite my fears or attract my attention, 
shot me and afterwards shot at me 
again, and tried to shoot the third 
time but the pistol failed to fire, after 
which he ran out and I did not see 
him afterward.

THE WADSWORTH BRIDCE-

The Report of the Grand Jury Contra- 
dicted. 


The committee on roads and bridges 
reported to the late lamented Grand 
Jury that the new bridge at Wadsworth 
was in a very bad condition. That a 
rise of two feet of water would carry 
it away; that the abutment at one end 
was settling by reason of the sand 
washing from under it, and that the 
bridge was six inches out of plumb. 
Im order to take measures to save 3 
little of the wreck if possible, the com- 
missioners requested J. V. Lewis to 
examine it and report to them how 
much of it was left. Mr. Lewis

made on the spot,in which he gives 
measurements made with great care,as- 
sited by P. Smith. He found water 10feet 
one inch and a half from the bottom of 
the bridge. The abutments are plac- 


ed several feet from the water on 
either side. On the west end, where 
the Grand Jury report it washing, the 
water is 23 feet away from it and 
wvuld have to ‘tear away the bank 
‘nearly 20 fect to touch the foends- 
tions and still more on the east 
side. The north-west corner of the 
west span has settled 13¢ inches, which 
can be remedied by putting a wedge 
under it. The river bed has not 
changed, nor has there been an) un- 
dermining ef either the pier in the 
river or the abatments at either end.
